DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 69-135 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 69, the prior art, as best exemplified by US 6,278,825 to Casiraghi et 

al, taken individually or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a buffer tube defined 

by a peripheral wall having a thickness lower than about 0.2 mm. 

Claims 70-75 are allowed due to dependence from claim 69. 

Regarding claim 76, the prior art, as best exemplified by Casiraghi, taken individually or 
in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious that the polymeric material has an ultimate 
tensile strength lower than about 12 MPa. 

Claims 77-82 are allowed due to dependence from claim 76. 

Regarding claim 83, the prior art, as best exemplified by Casiraghi, taken individually or 
in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious that the polymeric material has an elongation 
at break of about 30% to about 80%. 

Claims 84-88 are allowed due to dependence from claim 83. 

Regarding claim 89, the prior art, as best exemplified by Casiraghi, taken individually or 
in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious that the inorganic filler is present in the 
polymeric composition in an amount of about 75 parts by weight to about 150 parts by weight 
with respect to 100 parts by weight of the olefin polymer. 

Claims 90-113 are allowed due to dependence from claim 89. 
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Regarding claim 114, the prior art, as best exemplified by Casiraghi, taken individually 
or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious at least one olefin polymer including at 
least one functional group selected from Ci and C2. 

Claims 115-135 are allowed due to dependence from claim 1 14.
